We  had  our  attention  called  to  this 
old  stand-by,  larg-ely  g:rown  in  the  south,  and  found  it  earlier  and  more 
prolific  than  Stone  or  P.ed  Rock,  splendid  color  and  desirable  in  every 
way.

The  SELECTED  GRADES  of  seed  are  from  the  best  fruit  of  the 
different  varieties,  carefully  picked  for  that  purpose,  to  supply  a 
growing  demand  for  the  best  obtainable. 

Order  from  the  following  list  of  prices  and  if  possible  give  us  a 
second  choice  if  the  variety  desired  is  sold  out.  Our  stock  is  short  on 
account  of  a light  crop,  and  we  may  have  to  refund  if  not  ordered 
early.

This  grade  is  from  Line  Breeding  Plots,  carefully  selected  for  size, 
shape  and  smoothners  of  fruit  and  appearance  of  plant,  w'hich  is  then 
cut  and  all  fruit  rejected  that  does  not  come  up  to  the  standard  in 
solidity  and  small  seed  cavities.  Can  be  supplied  only  w'hen  in  stock; 
and  seed  of  this  grade  cannot  be  bought  elsew'here,  for  the  cutting  and 
sorting  is  not  left  to  the  judgment  of  hired  help;  it  is  done  personally, 
by  the  members  of  the  firm  themselves,  w'ho  give  you  the  results  of 
their  years  of  experience  in  this  line. 

We  believe  we  are  the  only  growers  in  the  countrj*,  or  the  world, 
for  that  matter,  of  whom  you  can  buy  an  extra  choice  grade  of  tomato 
seed  selected  by  themselves  in  the  same  particular  manner  as  this 
Grade  No.  3 Adirondack  Earliana.
